GARRETT A. HOBART. 


Biographical Sketch or the Republican 


Nominee for Vice President. 


Garret August Hobart was born June 


a, 1844, in Monmouth county, Now Jer- 
sey. His father's name was Addison W., 
and mother's Sophia. 
Hobart's father 


was a school teacher, but later became a 
farmer. 


His early life was spent in Monmouth 


county within sight of tho historic revo- 
lutionary battlefield of Monmouth, and 
his early education was obtained in the 
common schools of Newark and Patersou 
neighborhood. Luter, at the age of 17, 
he entered Rutgor's College, Now Bruns- 
wick, and spent four years there, graduat- 
ing with high honors when 31 years old. 
He went to Patcrson and commenced tho 
study of law in the office of Socrates 
Tuttlo, destined to become his brother-in- 
law later in life. 
After spending three 


years in the law office he was admitted to 
the practice of law in the state of New 
Jersey and worked up a large and remu- 
nerative practice, being counsel of tho 
city and county governments. 


He was early identified with politics, 


bvit sought no political office \intil 1873, 
when he was elected a member of the 
state legislature. The nest year, 1874, 
he was re-elected and was made speaker 
of the assembly by a unanimous vote of 
his colleagues. In 1875 he was elected 
state senator from the Peterson district, 
and throe years after was given tho place 
as president of the upper body of tho as- 
sembly. 


A number of times he was solicited to 


accept the nomination for congressman 
from his homo district, but would not ac- 
cept. In 1880 he was the Republican 
nominee for United States senator, but 
tho assembly being overwhelminlgy Dem- 
ocratic he failed to secure the coveted 
seat, the honor falling to John H. Mc- 
Pherson. .Mr. Hobart was chairman of 
tho Republican state executive committee 
for twelve years, and Now Jersey member 
of the national committee since 1884. 


Ho was married to Jennie Tuttle, the 


daughter of Hon. Socrates Tuttlu, under 
whom he had studied law, July 30, 1800, 
and has one son living, Garret Augustus, 
now 13 years old. He was appointed oco 
o£ the receivers of the New Jersey Mid- 
land railroad, and Hugh McCullougb, of 
New York, was joint receiver, looking 
after the New York interests of the road. 
Later, under the direction of the court, 
ho became the sole receiver, and reorgan- 
ized the road under the name of the Sus- 
quehanna Western. At the time of the 
receivership there were large amounts 
owing to the army of employes, and Mr. 
Hoburt claims the credit of hiring legal 
counsel to see that their interests were 
protected against those of numerous pre- 
ferred 
creditors. In acknowledgement 


for this fair tioatmont tho men passed 
resolutions thanking him for the interest 
taken in their behalf. 


On December 12, 1895, he was appoint- 


ed one ol three arbitrators for the ."Joint 
Truffle association lines, including thirty- 
two roads. The purpose of the arbitra- 
tion commissioners is to prevent discrim- 
ination and protect the individual lines in 
all their rights. Tho arbitrators have 


not, 
nor' can they have any pecuniary in- 


terest in the roads comprised under the 
association. 


Complaint was made that the existence 


of the board was contrary to the purpose 
and intent of tho interstate commerce act, 
but Judge Wheeler, of Vermont, has re- 
cently decided that its existence was not

Bomantte Story of a Man Just Re- 


leased from Prison in Indiana. 
' 


FroRecntod and Bent to Jail by His J5n- 


Father-In-Law, Who Later Re- 


pents of His Harshness and At- 


tempts to Secure a Pardon. 


Joseph Stultz was released from the 


prison south at Jeffersonville, Ind., the 
other day after completing: u ten-years' 
sentence. The story of his life and the 
circumstances connected witi the crime 
which placed him behind prison bars 
is a strange one. 
Stnlt/i was met upon 


his release by his former wife and her fa- 
ther, who spent a fortune in convicting 
him and afterward had the marriage of 
Stultz and his daughter annulled. Both 
now greeted him with open arms. 


Nearly ten years a<ro Joe Stultz was 


a leading member of Louisville society 
and a member of the Louisville legion. 
He became acquainted with pretty Car- 
rie Ashley, daughter of William Ashley, 
a member of a wealthy tailoring firm of 
Louisville, and the husband of a sister 
of Stultz. Through his relationship 
Stultz had an excellent opportunity for 
love-making' and he wooed and won 
Miss Ashley and they eloped to New 
Albany and were married by 
Rev. 


Charles Hutchinson, of the Third Pres- 
by^erian church. Docie Hunt, a well- 
known youngman,made the affldavitas 
to Miss Ashley's age. 


As soon as the news reached Mr. Ash- 


Icy he went to Jfew Albany and cnused 
warrants to bo issued for both Hunt and 
Stultz, charging them with perjury an 1 
sjubornation of perjury, respectively, 
find so great was his anger that Mr. Ash- 
ley (jnve up his business and devoted 
himself to the punishment of the men 
who had taken his daughter away. Mrs. 
Stultz, nee Ashley, who had before 
seemingly been infatuated with herhus- 
bfind, .also joined with her father in the 
prosecution. Before the trial Stultz and 
Ilunt attempted t« escape from jail, but 
were recaptured. 


The trial was long- and bitterly con- 


tested, but Hunt was convicted and sei.- 
tenced to seven years' imprisonment 
and Stultz to ten years. Soon after Mr. 
Ashley had the marriage of his daugh- 
ter rind Stultz anntilled. As time passed 
Mr. Ashley lost'his possessions and he 
became a comparatively poor man, and 
the feelings which he> and his daughter 
entertained for Stultz became softened. 
Some time ago they began circulating 
•petitions for Stultz' pardon, Mr. Ashley 
making several unsuccessful trips to 
Indianapolis in his behalf. 
Stullz 


proved to be an exemplary convict, and 
his good time shortened his term almost 
two years. Immediately following his 
release Mr. Stultz and his former wif« 
were reunited in marriage, Dr. Ilutch- 
inson again officiating.
